Native Plant Restoration Activities 


Native Here Nursery 

Summer is not a great time for planting natives in the 
ground, but it is an excellent time to collect seeds, to 
move nursery plants into ever larger pots, and to just 
plain enjoy the outdoors at Native Here Nursery, located 
across Golf Course Drive from the Tilden Park Golf 
Course about a half mile south of Shasta Road. 

Volunteers are encouraged to show up whenever an 
event is planned rather than calling ahead. We do not 
have a person to return phone calls at this time (any 
volunteers^) so leaving a phone message will not get a 
prompt reply. There is always a need for volunteers, 
especially now that several of the "regulars" are travelling. 

Tuesday morning seed forays are impromptu trips to 
wherever seeds are likely to be ripe within the properties 
we have permission to collect from. Bring water and sun 
protection. Usually we return to the nursery by 1 p.m. If 
you need to leave earlier, you can drive separately. 
Locations are not announced in advance.

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In Memorium 


Remembering Es Anderson 

The East Bay Regional Parks Botanic Garden lost one of 
its best friends and most dedicated volunteers when 
Esperance (Es) Anderson died on April 15 from compli- 
cations following a stroke. Es had been a committed 
and enthusiastic volunteer since the 1970s. 

Es grew up in New Zealand with botanists and gardeners 
on both sides of the family. She and her husband John 
(Jock) came to Berkeley with young children when Jock 
became a professor of classical archeology at the Univer- 
sity of California. Es had many interests about which she 
was passionate: grandchildren, horses, dogs, birds, 
butterflies, gardening, native plants. She raised aban- 
doned baby squirrels as a volunteer for Lindsay Museum. 
Her latest passion was her brand new computer. 

Es's varied interests inevitably became integrated. She 
came to her love of California's native flora through her 
love of birds. Wanting to create a garden to attract and 
sustain birds, she learned about plants that would 
provide food, nesting sites, or cover. She later did the 
same for butterflies and the plants on which they feed or 
lay eggs and then compiled the Garden's ever-popular 
lists of bird- and butterfly-attracting plants that can be 
grown by home gardeners. Her enthusiasm for the 
Garden spread to her children and grandchildren, who 
came to help with the plant sale each year. Es knew 
Tilden Park intimately and explored it on horseback as 
well as on foot. 

There are tangible reminders of Es's many efforts on 
behalf of Tilden Park and the Botanic Garden. At the 
intersection of the Selby Trail with Shasta and Golf 
Course Roads, she and Jock planted a breathtaking 
native plant garden that has come to be known as 
"Anderson Hill" or "Es's Mountain." The most enormous 
and floriferous Fremontodendron in the park blooms on 
that comer. On and around the small hill that rises from 
the traiUiead are many handsome and mature specimens 
of Ceanothus, Arctostaphylos, Kibes, Iris, Artemisia, 
Garrya, Salvia, and Carpenteria , to name just a few. Es 
also was instmmental in developing the butterfly garden 
at the Tilden Nature Area, and in establishing native 
plants around the Bird Rescue Center in Aquatic Park, 
Berkeley. 

For some 20 years, Es has been "queen of the plant 
sale," coordinating the activities of propagation volun- 
teers throughout the year as well as at the time of the 
sale. The volunteers have raised hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for the Garden through the sale and provided 
essential equipment for the Garden staff, as well as 
funding for fieldwork and publications.

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Feld Trips 


The Milo Baker Chapter invites other CNPS 
members to join a weekend adventure in the 
eastern Sierra, Friday to Sunday, July 7-9. On 
Friday afternoon, explore trails through Jeffrey 
pine forest and meadows. On Saturday, botanize around 
Monitor Pass, 8,000 feet elevation, an open sagebrush 
and meadow landscape fringed by groves of quaking 
aspen and enriched with desert and montane wildflow- 
ers. At Grover Hot Springs State Park, five campsites are 
reserved for Friday and Saturday nights. Camping fee is 
$10/person for one night, $15/person two nights. Each 
campsite has a firepit and grill, cupboards, bear-proof 
lockers and tables, and is near drinking water and 
restrooms (no showers). The park's mineral springs are 
channeled into concrete pools, where you can swim or 
just soak ($4 for adults, $2 children). Bring supplies for 
cooking. Each campsite accommodates a maximum of 8 
people and two cars. Please carpool for this trip. Drivers 
of extra vehicles will need to arrange for offsite parking 
at the park and/or pay a fee.

Sunday, July 9, at 9 a.m. Kevin Hintsa will lead 
a half day field hike, about 3 1/2 miles, into the 
Maecedo Ranch area of Mt. Diablo. The field 
trip will cover a wide variety of species in 
riparian habitat and shaded canyons, including some late 
wildflowers. Birds abound in this area; binoculars are 




recommended. Participants should be prepared for 
several stream crossings and some vertical gain. From 
the Hwy. 24/1-680 interchange, take 1-680 south. Exit I- 
680 at Stone Valley Road, and go east on Stone Valley 
Road past a high school. Turn left at the intersection of 
Stone Valley Road and Green Valley Road, and follow 
Green Valley Road into Mt. Diablo State Park. You will 
reach the parking lot and the trail head at the end of 
Green Valley Road. Bring $2 exact change for parking. 
Water and restrooms are available at the parking lot. 

The East Bay Chapter invites all CNPS members 
for an overnight trip to the Rock Creek area of 
the Sierra Nevada, in Mono County. The one 
day hike starts at 10,300 feet elevation, but 
covers mostly level terrain. The field trip will cover both 
the high elevation forest of aspen, lodgepole and 
whitebark pine, and also alpine vegetation with wild- 
flowers in bloom. Sierra Nevada Flora, by Weeden, and 
California Mountain Wildflowers, by Munz, describe 
much of the vegetation in this area. All interested partici- 
pants should arrive near the site in Sierra National Forest 
on Friday, July 21, to adjust to the 9,000-10,000 feet 
elevation, and then carpool to the trailhead to start at 
8:45 a.m. on July 22. Cathy Rose will lead the field trip 
from Mosquito Flat to Chicken Foot Lake. ALL INTER-
